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PREFACE. 

"The Social Question," says Pope Leo XIII 
in his encyclical on the condition of the work- 
ing classes, "is the most pressing question of 
the hour, and nothing can be of higher interest 
to all classes, than that it should be rightly 
,^^ and reasonably adjusted. . . . Everyone 
H should put his hand to the work which falls to 
his share, and that at once and straightway, 
lest the evil which is already so great become 
through delay absolutely beyond remedy." 

This little catalogue has been compiled to 
assist those who wish to comply with the 
Pope's desire. Its object is to Introduce the 
pnblie at large to this kind of literature; to 
offer some advice in the choice of the books; 
to help propagating the true fundamental prin- 
ciples of Social Work, which are more neces- 
sary than any specialized knowledge; to sim- 
plify the labor of those who wish to recom- 
mend such publications to friends and libra- 
ries; to increase the demand for them and thus 
to encourage Catholic writers and publishers. 
It will also, we hope, be found useful in sup- 
plementing the catalogues of public libraries. 

May it find its way to those who are or 
should be interested in the Social Question. It 
can be slipped into letters, disposed of to book- 
sellers' customers in various ways, distributed, 
on public or private occasions, among members 
of societies or students of higher institutions of 
learning. 

Though this list is practically confined to 
writings of Catholics, it will prove serviceable 
to non-Catholics also; for the books it an- 
nounces follow the oldest and only reliable 
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program of social activity, the ten command- 
ments of God. 

The titles of other books, together with nu- 
merous references, all very well chosen and 
also drawn from a much wider range of pub- 
lications than the present list proposes to 
cover, are found in the excellent little volume 
which has just left the press, **A Primer of 
Social Science,'* by the Rt. Rev. Monsignor H. 
Parkinson. (This "Primer" is truly a golden 
book, most helpful to the every-day worker as 
well as to schools and social study circles.)
